Praise for respect 
as Ofsted gives 
rating of ‘good’

T he only east London 
school to offer the 
International Bacca¬ 
laureate diploma on 
its timetable has been praised 
by Ofsted inspectors. 

George Green’s School, on the 
Isle of Dogs, received an overall 
rating of good following its 
latest review, with teaching 
quality, behaviour and safety 
of pupils and management all 
flagged up as plus points. 

Although many pupils start 
Year Seven with significantly 
below-average attainment 
levels, progress achieved 
throughout the school was 
also classed as good. 

Principal Kenny Frederick 
said her school, which serves 
1,150 pupils, would continue on 
its “journey of improvement”. 

And the future looks 
bright, with the school 


inspecting body noting a rapid 
improvement in GCSE results, 
as well as predicting a further 
grades boost this year. 

Ms Frederick said: “The 
report shows we are a good 
school in every respect and is 
recognition for the tremendous 
hard work that has been put 
in by pupils, staff, parents, 
governors and everyone who 
supports the school. 

“I’m particularly pleased 
that Ofsted recognises the 
pride our pupils take in their 
school. 

‘This is a happy school 
where children respect and 
look out for one another. 


“We work hard to ensure 
that every child achieves their 
best no matter what their 
starting point.” 

For sixth-form learners, 
inspectors said the courses 
provided at the Manchester 
Road establishment are 
“extremely well suited” to their 
needs, with high-achievers 
flourishing under the bacca¬ 
laureate qualification. 

But the greatest praise 
was reserved for the school’s 
provision for the spiritual, 
moral and cultural devel¬ 
opment of its students, which 
was classed as its most “signif¬ 
icant strength”.

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Wharf station 
is among best 
says survey 

CANARY Wharf is one of the most 
popular Tube stations on the network, 
according to a new survey. 

Two-thirds of Tube passengers in a 
YouGov survey cited the Jubilee line 
hub, designed by Sir Norman Foster, 
and opened in 1999, as their favourite 
because it is light, clean and close to 
restaurants and shops. 

Charing Cross, Baker Street and 
London Bridge were also ranked 
favourable. 

However, it is a case of the sublime 
to the ridiculous for Wharfers heading 
towards the City. 

For the 113-year-old Bank was listed 
as the worst with its 10 exits and 
entrances, its throng of 96,000 people 
at peak hours and its claustrophic 
maze-like feel. 

YouGov pollster Laurence Janta- 
Lipinski: “While there isn’t a great 
deal of consensus as to what is the 
best station, what’s interesting is that 
Bank has clearly come out as the most 
disliked.”

WHARF bank HSBC has unveiled job 
cuts and changes that will impact 
thousands of its staff. 

The bank said regulation and the 
changing nature of financial services 
would mean 3,166 would lose their jobs 
- although 2,017 could be re-absorbed 
in new roles. 

The union Unite said it was balloting 
over industrial action and said the 
cuts were a “disgrace”. 

HSBC said: “In order for HSBC to 
better meet the needs of customers 
who use its wealth management and 
advice services, the most significant 
changes are being proposed within 
the bank’s wealth business. 

“From June 1, the bank will combine 
all existing wealth advisers within 
HSBC’s consumer retail banking 
business. New roles will also be added 
to create a diploma-qualified adviser 
force of 853 people.” 

Chief executive Brian Robertson 
said: “I understand change is always 
unsettling, particularly for those 
directly affected. However, I also 
firmly believe what we are proposing 


is the ideal platform for a world class 
sporting event. 

Aidan Foley, event director for The 
Venture Cup, said: "At one level the 
Venture Cup is the ultimate glamour 
race, on another it's a return to the 
romance of a true challenge." 

Next year's Prologue race which 
will follow the event village in Wood 
Wharf, begins with a 9am start 
at Tower Bridge where the teams 
race to Southend and then along 
the south coast to Brighton before 
crossing the Channel to Guernsey. 
The following days will see the fleet

TfL underfire 
for £150,000 
Air Line survey 

TRANSPORT for London has been 
criticised for spending over £150,000 
on questioning people about the cable 
car service. 

A recent Freedom of Information 
request showed TfL had carried out 
three customer satisfaction polls, a 
user survey, as well as business and 
resident polls. 

Leader of the Liberal Democrats 
at the London Assembly Caroline 
Pidgeon said: “It must be possible 
for TfL to find out what passengers, 
residents and businesses think for a 
fraction of the money.” 

Some of the surveys have yet to be 
published. 

“If it insists on conducting such 
extensive polling it should at the very 
least ensure the public can see all of 
the information they have paid for,” 
said Ms Pidgeon. “It begs the question 
what are they hiding?” 

TfL says crossing will encourage 
regeneration in the area, help people 
access attractions, and bring tourists 
to the Greenwich Peninsula and Royal 
Victoria Dock. It could also help to 
relieve pressure on the Jubilee line.

Wrecking ball 
ends debate over 
estate’s aesthetic

D emolition work has 
begun on the Robin 
Hood Gardens Estate. 
The 70s devel¬ 
opment is due to be replaced 
under the Blackwall Reach 
Regeneration Programme, 
which will bring 1,600 new 
homes to Poplar. 

The redevelopment will 
also see public areas trans¬ 
formed and a primary school 
expanded. 

Workers began demolition 
last week, which involved 
clearing the site for the first 
phase of the scheme. The initial 
part will see 98 new homes for 
residents living in properties 
due to be torn down. 

Mayor of Tower Hamlets 
Lutfur Rahman, who was at the 
clearing works, said: “Housing 
is one of my top priorities and 
the regeneration of Blackwall 
Reach will bring life changing 


improvements to hundreds of 
families. 

‘The demolition works mark 
a huge milestone in this devel¬ 
opment.” 

The regenerationworlcs were 
approved by Tower Hamlets 
Council last year. It marked the 
end of a controversial process 
with some architects calling 
for the brutalist structure to 
be listed, while residents and 
councillors pushed for the 
flats to be destroyed. 

Swan Housing Association 
and Contryside Properties 
are working together on the 
redevelopment. 


Mark Curie, development 
director at Swan, said: “This is 
the first stage towards creating 
a high quality environment 
people can enjoy.” 

■ Meanwhile, demolition work 
is due to begin this summer at 
New Union Wharf. 

Last week, Housebuilder Hill 
Partnerships was appointed 
to carry out the regeneration 
of the Isle of Dogs’ site, which 
will see nearly 400 homes 
built. The aim is to turn the 
70s estate into modern, energy 
efficient homes. 

The first homes are due to be 
completed in early 2015.

Borough among hardest 
hit in benefit overhaul 

NEWHAM Labour has accused the 
Government of hitting the most deprived 
areas with its benefit overhaul with Newham 
among the most affected. 

The analysis suggests the east London 
borough - the third most disadvantaged in 
the country - is losing an average of £710 per 
head. Hackney is losing £821. In contrast. Mole 
Valley, in Surrey is losing £182 per head. 

Shadow work and pensions secretary Liam 
Byrne said: "Communities facing the biggest 
hit to local government are also losing most 
from cuts to their tax credits and benefits." 



Comedy festival forced 
to look for new home 

GREENWICH The popular Greenwich 
Comedy Festival is no more - but the 
owners aim to go ahead with this year's 
event at a new site. 

The event, which has been at the Royal 
Naval College for the last four years, is 
moving on after the landowners asked it to 
reduce its size. 

However, the company said it hoped 
to announce a new location ahead of this 
summer's show between July 10 and 14. 

The festival's manager Cass Briggs said: 
"We think we've found our new home." 



93% secure place at one 
of top choice primaries 

TOWER HAMLETS Some 93 per cent of Tower 
Hamlets children will begin education at one 
of their top three school choices in September. 

For the third consecutive year, the borough 
was placed above the London average in 
figures which also revealed 84 per cent of 
families secured their first choice school. 

Tower Hamlets Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
"There is a national need for more school 
places and we are working hard to ensure 
there are places for all our children to have 
access to high quality education."

W e want to keep the magic 
of the Games alive.” 

That was the message 
and the hope of 

Dennis Hone, chief executive of the 
London Legacy Development Corpo¬ 
ration marking 100 days to go until 
the Olympic Park partly reopens 
A line-up of big-name summer 
events will aim to recreate the buzz of 
last year’s Olympic festival. 

Acts including Justin Timberlake, 
Jay Z, Bruce Springsteen, Mumford L 
Sons, Paul Weller and Kasabian will be 
taking to the stage in North Park at the 
same time new East Village residents 
will be setting up home in the former 
Athletes’ Village. 

Since taking control of the Park in 
November 2012, the corporation has 
been transforming the site ready for 
public use and has invited in the public 
to watch progress from the Orbit. 

Mr Hone said he was pleased with 
progress. 

He said the £292million construction 
programme was on track and the park 
would begin to reopen in phases as 
works reached completion, starting 
with North Park in July. 

He said: “Although it will still be a 
construction site, there will be secure 
and safe access routes to North Park 
and the summer events, we will be 
throwing open the doors to the park 
to welcome visitors and residents.” 

This will include the Copper Box, 
London’s third largest arena at 2,743sq 
m, North Park Cafe and community 
space with a new playground and 
open spaces. 

The Legacy Corporation has 
partnered with Live Nation to deliver

a summer of events such as Hard Rock 
Calling and Wireless Festival. 

There will also be an annual two-day 
festival of cycling and Sainsbury’s 
Anniversary Games, where athletes 
such as Usain Bolt will be back in action 
on the anniversary of the London 2012 
Opening Ceremony. 

The North Park venue will allow for 


a 60,000 capacity at the events, with 
gig goers able to enjoy music until 
10.30pm, and promises of acoustics 
louder than allowed at Hyde Park. 

The main stage will be built around 
the former site of the basketball 
arena. 

Mr Hone said: ‘We have a four- 
month deal with Live Nation and if 
this summer is a success we will look 
into hosting other events as the park 
evolves.” 

The South Park is due to open in the 
summer of 2014. 

The Olympic Stadium, where work 
to transform it into a venue suitable 
for football and concerts will continue 
into 2015. 

The corporation said building work 
had created more than 1,000 jobs with 
44 per cent of workers from the local 
area and with 60 apprentices on site. 

Mr Hone said last week: “In just 100 
days time, exactly one year after the 
Opening Ceremony of the Olympic 
Games, we will welcome thousands 
of visitors back to Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park to experience what this 
exciting new part of London has to 
offer. 

“The work we are undertaking 
now will deliver a lasting legacy for 
decades to come and this summer is 
just the first part of that journey.”

new role, which she said she has 
had to draw on all her experience to 
realise. However, it’s a character she is 
revelling in. 

“In real life I’m a single mother with 
two sons and I’ve had my heart broken 
so there are parts I can empathise with 
but, as you can tell from my voice, I’m 
very middle class,” said the 62-year- 
old.

Martin Crookston, urban 
economist at the London 
School of Economics, said the 
genesis of the crisis was due 
to a “compact city” policy.

The City 

C anary Wharf is blessed with 
a rich variety of gastronomic 
choices, from a broad selection 
of European restaurants to 
the South American Gaucho and a 
number of Asian diners. 

Among them are one or two sushi 
outlets, but nowhere is there a Japanese 
kaiten conveyor belt restaurant. 

The excitement of watching 
colourful dishes glide past, demanding 
decisions be made if they are not to be 
lost to fellow fish lovers, is something 
sorely lacking by Canary Wharf. 

The mechanic would be perfect in 
the hustle and bustle of E14 where 
time is precious but a break from the 
desk and a change of environment is 
essential. 

But instead you have to head for the 
City for this kind of culinary theatre. 

K10 recently opened its second 
venue near Liverpool Street, such is its 
popularity among the suits. 

The newest - just a matter of weeks 
old - is in Appold Street, Broadgate. 

The restaurant is a vast space, 
perhaps too basic design-wise, but 
little in the way of detail is needed 
because the focus is on the conveyor 
belt. 

The choice is a table inside the “food 
train” or stools along the outside. Each 
spot boasts still and sparkling water 
taps, meaning you can be watered and

fed within seconds of sitting down. 

There are also a number of helpful 
waiters and waitresses around to 
provide you with something stronger 
from the bar, from beers to sake. 

The chefs can prepare hot dishes 
such as the delicious chicken lcatsu 
curry, the slightly too dry chicken 
teriyaki or the very tasty chilli squid 
and prawn tempura. 

And there are, of course, the cold 
plates of sushi and sashimi, starting 
at £2.50, glancing at you flirtatiously 


as they whizz past on their metallic 
pathway. 

The yellowtail in a Mexican 
sauce and the tuna in miso were 
my undoubted favourites but there 
wasn’t much in the way of negatives 
as regards the menu. 

There is certainly no danger of 
leaving this sushi specialist still 
hungry. 

If that’s not enough, the desserts 
- again picked out while they are on 
the move - are superb, especially the 
chocolate mousse and coconut and 
passion fruit mousse.

T his classic is a dish all chefs 
should have in their repetoire. 
It's perfect as an unfussy 
centrepiece when you've got friends 
round for dinner. Serves 6 

Ingredients 

450g white fish, such as coley, hake 
or pollack 

900ml semi-skimmed milk 
1 bay leaf 
90g butter 
1 leek, finely sliced 
90g plain flour 
Va tsp cayenne pepper 
V 4 tsp freshly grated nutmeg 
V 2 tsp dried English mustard 
3 hard-boiled eggs, quartered 
2 tbsp chopped dill 


2 tbsp chopped parsley 

salt and freshly ground black pepper 

For the mash topping 

1 kg King Edward potatoes, peeled 

25g butter 

120-150ml hot milk 

salt and freshly ground black pepper 

1-2 tbsp grated Cheddar cheese 

Method 

Preheat the oven to 190C. Put the 
fish in a large saute pan, pour over 
the milk and add the bay leaf. 

Bring to the boil, reduce the 
heat and poach over a low heat for 
four-five minutes or until the fish is 
cooked. 

Strain the milk into a jug and set

aside. Remove the skin and any pin 
bones from the fish. Discard the bay 
leaf. 

Heat the butter in a saucepan 
and cook the leek for 4-5 minutes or 
until soft. Stir in the flour, cayenne 
pepper, nutmeg and mustard. Cook 
for a further minute. Carefully blend 
in the reserved milk, bring to the 
boil, stirring continuously, and allow 


to simmer for two-three minutes. 
Add the hard-boiled eggs, herbs and 
fish and season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Pour into a large oven 
proof pie dish. 

Meanwhile, prepare the topping. 
Cook the potatoes in boiling salted 
water until tender. Drain and return 
to the pan to dry for a minute over 
a very low heat. 

Mash thoroughly, blending in the 
butter and hot milk. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper and spoon over 
the fish. Fork up the top of the pie 
and sprinkle with cheese. 

Bake in the oven for 20-25 
minutes or until the topping is 
golden brown and whole pie is 
piping hot and bubbling.

‘There are some good actors in 
Canary Wharf - they can typically 
be aggressive but sometimes that 
aggression hides quite an insecure 
person. Coming to a counsellor can 
be seen as a weakness, but it shouldn’t 
be. 

‘We have to do a lot of other tricks 
in life and these tricks, you can try 
and go for it. 

‘That’s what happens in day-to- 
day business life - you try different 
things, some of them work, some of 
them don’t. 

“Using a counsellor is one of those 
tricks to move your life along.”

W harfers may be adept at 
squeezing in pre-work 
gym sessions or using 
lunch hours to clock 
up the miles on the crosstrainer to 
maintain our physical peak, but what 
of our mental health? 

It is that aspect of wellbeing that has 
been embraced by communications 
manager-turned-counsellor Owen 
Redahan, who opened up his services 
to east Londoners through a base 
in West India Quay just a couple of 
months ago. 

His mission is to help those living 
and working in Canary Wharf to take 
better care of their state-of-mind with 
a solution-focused form of therapy - 
and urging them to take a daily dose 
of “me-time”. 

But you won’t be laid out on a couch. 
And the sessions won’t play out like 
an episode of Frasier. 

The 56-year-old said: “A lot of people 
have a certain idea about counselling 
therapy and it’s not necessarily a 
positive one. 

“It’s less sitting there saying ‘I’m 
listening’ and they talk away -1 am a 
positive therapist, a solution-focused 
therapist, and I use certain techniques

to help people. Here, in Canary Wharf, 
there is a focus on getting things done, 
and a solution-focused approach is 
about the same thing. 

“It’s absolutely vital to be sharp 
and focused but at the same time, it’s 


extremely important to take time out 
for yourself. 

“What I would like Wharfers to do is 
to turn off work for 15 or 20 minutes 
each day. 

“Even if it’s just going to the gym,

T he Look Of Love star has come 
under fire recently for her 
extreme weight loss strategy.

Do it for yourself: Now fasting 
has been made popular-and more 
legitimate - by documentaries such 
as BBC's Horizon, regimes like the 
Lemon Detox (lemondetox.com) 
aren't getting such a bad rap. But 
will they do you any good? 

Many report that a day or two of 
fasting leaves them with increased 
energy, not to mention feeling 
pounds lighter. Unless you suffer 
with liver or kidney problems, any 


kind of compromised immunity, or if 
you're not already eating a healthy 
diet, simply trying out a regime like 
the Lemon Detox is unlikely to do 
you any harm. 

While it's good to test willpower 
and practise saying no, let's not 
forget if you feel ill or unable to 
continue any kind of fasting or 
detox you can always break the fast 
and eat. 

Whether or not a couple of days 
of dieting will perform miracles 
is another matter - a day or two 
a month of fasting alongside 
balanced, healthy eating habits the 
rest of the time will probably get 
you bikini or Speedo-ready by the 
summer. But if you follow a day's 
fasting by a day's gorging, at best 
you'll break even. 



I desperately want to lose 
weight but always lose hope 
before I lose pounds. What 
should I do? 


First of all, think about where 
you can start finding just 20 
minutes a day to exercise.

The quiet life will end 
as era of Peace begins

Peace are one of the 
most talked-about 
bands in the country, 
writes Andy Welch 

W e were asked in an 
interview recently to 
draw a Peace fan,” says 
drummer Dom Boyce. “We 
couldn’t decide what they’d look like, 
so we did that thing where you have 
a piece of paper and fold it, and took 
it in turns to draw a different part of 
the body. 

‘The head was a sunflower, the 
body was a really hairy muscular man 
in a waistcoat, the legs were a kilt and 
Doug did the feet as giant plantpots.” 

In reality, their fans are teen and 
20-somethings and, although they 
reference bygone bands, Peace seem 
to be ploughing their own furrow. 

Their live shows are sights to behold, 
with hundreds of like-minded music 
fans losing themselves in psychedelic 
grooves and summery melodies. 

One of 2013’s most anticipated 
debuts, their album In Love came out 
last month to huge acclaim. 

It might even be among the best 
of the year, blending early ’90s indie 
influences with more classic ’60s 
sounds and finishing with a contem¬ 
porary sheen courtesy of producer 
Jim Abiss. 

‘We were not that nervous about 
releasing an album,” says Koisser, 21. 
We’ve done it all before, just on a 
smaller level,” he says, referring to the 
EP Delicious.

were growing up. Nevertheless, it’s 
impossible to listen to the In Love 
tracks Waste Of Paint, Wraith and 
Float Forever without thinking of the 
Madchester movement. 

The album’s opener, Higher Than 
The Sun, even shares a title with a song 
from Primal Scream’s 1991 era-defining 
masterpiece Screamadelica. 

While their influences might be 
open to interpretation, it’s obvious 
why they’re so good live. Having 
formed the band in 2009 simply for 
something to do, they didn’t have 
much equipment for recording, so 
instead spent their time playing live 
around Birmingham with like-minded 
bands Swim Deep and Troumaca. 

“The first show we did was at the 
end of 2010,” says Koisser. “A mate of 
mine was putting on a show so let us 
support. We didn’t really have any 
idea what we were doing. It seemed to 
go OK, so we just experimented for a 
bit after that. 

“Eventually we recorded some 
demos, although we didn’t know how 
to write songs.” 

For their EP and subsequent 
album, they decamped to Lincoln¬ 
shire’s Chapel Studios to work with 
Jim Abbiss, who worked on Arctic 
Monkeys’ award-winning debut, and 
Adele’s 19 and 21. 

“In Love took five weeks,” says 
Koisser. “We didn’t think about 
anything else, which felt really good.” 

This month see the band tour the 
UK for the second time this year - 
including dates in Dalston - while a 
summer of festivals beckons. 

“It’s what I’m looking forward to 
most,” says Boyce. “We don’t want 
people to read about us and get 
bogged down with expectation. That 
can be dangerous, so we just want to 
get out there and show people what 
we’re about. 

“It’s flattering having journalists 
write nice things about you, but 
ultimately, we succeed or fail on how 
good we are as a band.”

Crowding is

W ould you choose to live 
next to a power 
station? Or a waste 
plant? Or a trunk road? Or 
indeed an airport? 

Probably not, I imagine. On 
the other hand maybe you do 
already. In which case how do 
you find it? I ask for two reasons. 
First, because historically these 
'dirty' things have been tucked 
away where nobody wants to 
live, or close to where people 
with less choice - mainly poorer 
people - reside. 

And second because, as our 
cities become bigger and more 
crowded and as technology and 
policies change, the likelihood 
you will live close to one 
v m increases. It 
will continue 
to do so. 

Nowadays a 
lot of housing, 
and office, 
schemes have 
their own mini 
power stations, 
or recycling 
plants. And the counties 
surrounding London are now 
refusing to accept our waste, 
for burial, so we must do other 
things with it. 

As aircraft get quieter we 
could maybe accept them a bit 
closer to where we live. Or is that 
a step too far? Dilemmas. 

A lot of politics is about such 
things, particularly in a crowded 
city in a crowded country. 

I have just been picked as the 
Labour candidate to be Mayor 
of Tower Hamlets. That's a real 
challenge, in the most crowded 
and fastest growing part of our 
city. Plenty of dilemmas, but 
it's an opportunity 
to make a real 
difference too.

T ime and again, I find 
inspiration from the 
following Goethe quote:

edition of his handbook Start It Up: 
Why Running Your Own Business Is 
Easier Than You Think. 

I like this book. It is one of the 
finest business manuals of the 
shipload that land on our desks at 
The Wharf. 

Not because it teaches me 
the elements of double-entry 
bookkeeping (does such a thing 
exist outside 70s sitcoms?) or 
because it lists the prerequisites for 


a patent application or the dimen¬ 
sions of the shed demanded to 
incubate the invention (he is not a 
great fan of invention). 

No, the multi-millionaire 
entrepreneur teaches none of those 
things.

wryly and dispassionately from a 
distance is another element of that 
soft-centred cocoon. 

Wielding power, taking the hits, 
getting stuck into something bigger 
than self; that’s the sting - and that’s 
the butterfly.

F-Type has the 
Jaguar growl

F un is what the F stands for in 
F-Type - Jaguar’s incredible 
new sports car. Not since the 
E-Type has a two-seater worn 
the iconic leaper logo and the new fast 
cat has a roar like thunder. 

In true Jaguar tradition the F-Type 
is as potent as it is desirable and it is 
about to put the brand back at the 
forefront of pure performance cars. 

From the sophistication of the 
design, the lightweight aluminium 
construction, powerful V6 and V8 
engines and astonishing agility this is 
a car which will delight even the most 
demanding of drivers. 

Three versions are available priced 
from £58,500 for a normally aspirated 
three-litre V6, £67,500 for a super¬ 
charged version and £79,950 for the 
range topping five-litre V8. 

The F-Type has a feel all of its own - 
massively powerful yet nimble, supple, 
accommodating and utterly precise. 


Under acceleration it crackles and 
snarls while on the overrun it bangs 
and pops like a fireworks display. 

There hasn’t been anything like it 
from a Jaguar since the glory days of 
the Le Mans-winning C and D-Types 
of the ’50s and in current times only 
Maserati comes close. 

The V8 is good for 0 to 60 in 4.2 
seconds and has a top speed of 186mph 
while the supercharged V6 - at 380bhp 
or 126.6bhp per litre the engine with 
the greatest specific power Jaguar 
has ever produced - comes in at 4.8 
seconds and 171mph. 

Even without supercharging the 
V6 has plenty of venom with a top 
speed of 161mph and 0 to 60 time of 
5.1 seconds. 

While the V8 can be brutally quick 
and not surprisingly louder than the 
others it was the standard F-Type that 
showed itself to have a great balance 
for British motoring. 

Moreover it’s also the most 
economical with Jaguar claiming 
31.4mpg on average with emissions of

209g/km although after some spirited 
driving we saw just 21mpg from both 
versions of the V6 and an average of 
only 12.8mpg from the V8 - half the 
official figure. 

Inside, the F-Type has an intimate 
feel. You sit low, the controls focused 
around the driver and the passenger 
side divided from the centre console 
by a buttress flowing from the dash 
but all is finely trimmed in leather. 

Hood down and wind noise in 
the cockpit is well suppressed. Hood 
up and it is as quiet as having a hard 
top fitted. 


Every aspect of the F-Type will 
please, satisfy and reward. Sports cars 
have to be fun - the F-Type is gorgeous 
and totally thrilling. 

Others in this league can have a 
touch of rawness as they go about 
their business but for the F-Type there 
is an air of superiority - and that’s a 
fantastic Jaguar trait.

The two-year journey 
to Greenwich Square 



One of the people behind the development 
tells Beth Allcock how the project unfolded 


F ollowing last week’s launch 
of Greenwich Square, Andy 
Portlock, chief financial 
officer for Hadley Property 
Group, tells us about the journey his 
firm has been on to bring the new 
development to market: 

■ Greenwich Square has been a 
project in the pipeline for more than 
two years. How did it feel to launch? 
It really did hit home what a long 
journey we have been on here. 

What really resonates is the number 
of partnerships we have brought 
together to make this work. 

This site had been lying dormant for 
some time and a spark of

to be careful to create a sustainable, 
mixed community and, with the GLA 
and the borough, we are doing just 
that - it’s exciting. 

It’s a model that can 
be taken up and used 
now in other places, 
both in London and 
across the country.

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New Help to 
Buy scheme 
explained 


Q l have heard the Govern¬ 
ment has introduced some 
new schemes to encourage 
people like me to step onto the 
property ladder. I understand 
there are two parts to it but 
I don't understand how it works. 
Can you explain it to me? 


A There are two strands 
to the new Help to Buy 
scheme - equity loans 
worth up to 20 per cent of the 
value of a new home - intro¬ 
duced on April 1 and available 
for three years - and mortgage 
guarantees for people with 
smaller deposits that won't 
be available until January 2014. 

Help to Buy is an expansion 
of the existing but more 
restrictive First Buy scheme. This 
time financial support is available 
to existing homeowners and 
first-time buyers, with a more 
generous maximum property 
price of £600,000 and no cap 
on the amount homebuyers 
can earn to be eligible. 

This means lenders can reduce 
the risk they are perceived to 
take and buyers have the benefit 
of reduced 
interest rates by 
borrowing at 75 
per cent or less, 
as opposed to a 
95 per cent loan 
with higher 
interest rates. 

Under the 
equity loan 
scheme, 

homebuyers need to raise only a 
five per cent deposit to buy a 
new property worth up to 
£600,000. 


Years until 
Help to 
Buy equity 
loans are 
stopped 


A fifth of the property price 
will be met by a government 
loan which is interest-free for the 
first five years. From year six a 
fee of 1.75 per cent is payable, 
rising annually by the retail 
prices index plus one per cent. 
The loan can be repaid at any 
time during the term of the 
mortgage, or upon the sale. 

The second strand of Help to 
Buy is the mortgage guarantee, 
which covers existing homes as 
well as new-builds worth up to 
£600,000. 

Again, homebuyers can secure 
a mortgage with a five per cent 
deposit, while the Government 
guarantees part of the loan. 

This limits the risk of high 
loan-to-value lending, where 
first-timers typically operate, 
alongside second-steppers 
struggling to upgrade as they 
don't have enough equity.
